Sir, Dublin Castle, 7 September 1858. 

I AM directed by the Lord Lieutenant to acquaint you that his Excellency’s 
attention has been ^ven to the Report of Her Majesty’s Commissioners 
appointed to inquire into the progress and condition of the Queen’s Colleges 
in Ireland recently laid before Parliament. 

His Excellency entirely concm-s in the opinion of the Commissioners, as 
stated in their Report, which declares that the Commissionei's consider that 
residence should be a condition of holding the office of President, and residence 
in the sense that the college should be the President’s “ home;” and I am 
directed by the Lord Lieutenant to request that you will acquaint me, for the 
information of his Excellency, whether he may understand that it is your 
intention, as President of the Queen’s College, Belfast, to conform to the 
recommendation refeiTed to, and to make the college your ordinary place of 
residence in the sense contemplated by the Report.
